The commerce department states that 
$238,000,000 of the total of foreign invest- 
ment issues sold represented new loans, 
as distinguished from refunding issues, 
while during the same quarter last year 
$142,000,000 of the securities floated rep- 
resented refunding operations. 

European borrowers, either government 
or corporation, obtained $139,000,000 out 
of the first quarter total of this ‘year, 
while Latin-American countries got $66,- 
000,000. Canadian loans amounted to 
$67,000,000. 

While only about one-ninth of the 
loans during the first three months last 
year went to corporate enterprises, the 
balance goilng to governments, this yea: 
the private borrowers got $95,000,000, or 
one-third of the total, and the govern- 
ments got $184,000,000. 

Money Easy, Credit Pientiful. 


Kasiness in money rates and plentitude 
of credit in this country, despite expand- 
ing seasonal needs, is indicated by the 
weekly report of the federal reserve sys- 
tem. The consolidated statement of the 
twelve banks shows loans increased $4,- 
013,000. As the New York bank’s loans 
dropped $13,159,000, the rest of the coun- 
try took additional credit of $17,172,000. 

But the whole system reduced its pur- 
chases of open market bills by $36,627,- 
000 and.its holdings of government se.
